PREPARATION FOR THE VISIT OF 
JOHN F. ICEi^NEDY TO DALLAS ON 
NOVEI4BER 22, I 963 



Sir: 



On November iS, 1963i the U.S. SEC-JST SERVICE advised the DALLAS 
POLICE DEPARTI-SNT that MR. JOIHI F. IGSNirSDY, Pl^SIDEUT OF THE 
UNITED STATES v/oiad visit DALLAS on November 22, I 963 . MR. ICEinJEDY 
was scheduled to spealc at a luncheon sponsored by the DALLAS 
CITIZEN'S COUNCIL. This luncheon was to be at the DALLAS TRADE 
MART located on STEI-a40NS EXPRESSWAY at INDUSTRIAL BLVD. 

Prior to this announcement, there had been numerous rumors that 
HR. KEKTIEDY would visit DALLAS. Because of these rumors, the Crim— 
inal Intelligence Section had increased its efforts in attempting 
to gather data concerning known extremist and subversive groups 
in DALLAS. This section had previously been successful in infil- 
trating a number of these organizations; therefore the activities, 
capabilities, personalities and future plans of these groups were 
knov/n. 

Members of the Criminal Intelligence Section frequently kept known 
members of these groups under s\xrveillance to determine associa- 
tions and movements.

DilNT'S visit to DALLAS. f 



^ The IXIDIGNANT \VHITE CITIZEN'S COUNCIL had prepared some signs and 
V placards nvhich were to embarrass MR. KENI'fEDY. Their plans were to 
picket the DALLAS TRADE liART during his spealcing engagement there. 

The GENERAL EDV/IN A. V/ALKER GROUP intended to embarrass MR. miNSDY 
by picketing the parade route and aLso the DALLAS TRADE MART. 

Prior to the President's visit, information was received that nenboro 
of the YOUNG PEOPLES REPUBLICAN CLUB from NORTH TEXAS STATE UNIVER- 
SITY at DENTON, TEXAS, wore meeting with GENERAL V/ALKER and maiding 
plans. According to a reliable source, this group stated they inten- 
ded to **rub the President's dick in the dirt.*' These individuals 
were identified and photographs of them were obteiined. 

The only demonstrators observed at the DALLAS TRADE KART were mem- 
bers of the INDIGNANT IVHITE CITIZEN'S COUNCIL. Six of these individ- ’ 
ixals wore taken into custody shortly after knowledge of- the assassi- 
nation became knovm. This step was talien to prevent these persons 
from being assaulted by spectators at the scene. The arrested persons 
of this group are as follows:
